is safe to say that the tax books in 
this country do not contain a more 
detailed statement of the private 
affairs of our property owners than 
do those of any town, county or

MR. EDITOR: — It would seem to 


>e a fair deduction from your edi- 
orial on the inspection 
of tax 


woks, in this morning's paper, 


hat, although a man may not go 
o a business office to get informa- 
ion concerning its private affairs, 
ie may go to the assessor's books 
and get the same information with- 
)ut let or hindrance. 


Now, it may be true, that not as 


much of detail can be obtained 
rom the tax books as might be 
>btained from the accounts of a 
jusiness office; still, a considerable 
amount of information can be got 
rom the tax books. 


It, is undoubtedly true that men 


ometimes inspect those books for 
he purpose of getting information 
lerncerning other people's affairs, 
mt my experience has been, that 
.ssessors, in some cases at least, 
iave intimated that an inspection 
f the books for such a purpose was 
not permissible, and have appear- 
d to wieh to trust to a man's honor 
:ot to do so. It is natural that 
•nen should want to know all 
bout their neighbor's (or rival's) 
business, and it is patent that 
many do learn a great deal. It is 
well perhaps that their should be a 
imited degree of general knowl- 
edge in such matters. 


As to certain Government offici- 


ds, it is absolutely necessary that 
hey should know everything, but 
does it necessarily follow that the 
eneral public has a right to the 
same concise knowledge of 
the 


affairs of an individual or 


corporation ? I think not.

ent system, aud would take tbe wate 
power in Nuuanu valley .from the 
control of tbe Government. 
You 


committee feels that whatever may 
be the advantages claimed for th 
proposed system, the Government i 
not in a condition at present to in- 
crease tbe appropriation. 


"There Is appended to this report a 


copy of tbe communication jusi re 
ceived from the Superintendent o: 
Public Works, which states thatshouh 
tbe Government In the future wish 
to turn over to tbe Hawaiian Electric 
Company tbe supply of power for the 
incandescent lights now used, there 
is sufficient water power to furnish a 
much larger number of street lights, 
^whicb the Superintendent of Public 
Works thinks are much needed. Tbe 
cost of the street lights takes much 
tbe larger part of tbe appropiatiou 
and at some aditioual expense this 
plan might be adopted in the future 
without giving up the control of the 
present plant and water supply. 


"ejection 14 of the Session Laws of 


1892 
has the following paragraph: 


'The Minister of the In'erior is here 
b> prohibited from alienating in any 
manner the ownership and control ol 
the Government over the Govern 
ment water supply or power produced 
therefrom, or the Government elec- 
tric light plant' 


"In view of the necessity of amend- 


ing tbe laws, if any change be made, 
your committee have felt

OPINION OF THE COURT, B\ JUDD, C J. 


The election in question, a special 


one ordi red i>y the Minister of the 
Inieii»r to fill a. vacancy caused t>y 
tbe resignation of Charles Notify. 
Senator of the First Senatorial Dia- 
tnct, was duly held on tbe 6th Jan- 
nary last. 
Tht* proper officer made 


return to the Minister i>f the Interior 
that the election resulted in a tie, 
each of the two candidate*, H. L. 
Holatem and Alexander Young, re- 
ceiving the same number of ballots, 
to wit, 127. 


A petition was filed by said H. L 


HoJsieiu in this Court, within the 
statutory time of thirty days after the 
election, claiming that two illegal 
ballots had been cast aud counted for 
said Alexander Young, in preciuc 
four of said ;diftrlot, and praying thai 
the decision* of the inspectors of the 
precinct where tbe alleged 
illegal 


ballots were cast counting them for 
said Alexander Young, be reversed 
and that the suid ballots be declared 
Illegal and void and that ibe petit ouer 
be declared the duly elected cJeuator 
for said Senatorial District. 


Tbe opposing candidate, Alexander 


Young, 'hereafter 
but within tbe 
ataiutury tirue, filed his petition to 
this Court, alleging that some* ten 
illegal ballots had been cast in the 
various prec'iijcto ol the district for 
said H. L. Holsleiij, and that there 
were some ballots legally cast for s*lu 
petitioner Young that were unlaw- 
fully rejected, as an examination of 
the ballots cast at the election will 
disclose, an<i praying that the illegal 
ballots east for Youug and rejected 
by the inspectors be counted aud that 
the petitioner be declared the duly 
elected Senator for caid Senatorial 
District. Alt the inspectors of election 
of the district, the opposing candidate 
and the Minister or the Interior had 
notice of toe petition and appeared 
waiving summons and submitting to 
the order of tbe Court. 


The said Alexander Young there 


after answered the petition of H L. 
Holctt-lii and alleged that ten ballots 
cast for Holsteiu were illegal and that 
Bolbtein should not have these count 
ed for him, aud that therefore, he 
si ould not be declared elected and his 
petition should tie dismissed. 


At tbe day net for hearing Mr. 


Thurs.ou, counsel! for H. L. Holstein, 
moved that tbe Court either proceed 
to look into the whole question as to 
who was elected Senator at said elec- 
tion, on the petition of H Li. Holstein 
aud the answer of Alexander Young, 
or postpone the hearing until the 
pennon of Alexander Young be re- 
turnable. 
That the Court should not 


cou-ider each petition and answer 
separately, but hear both petition* 
together and determine upon all the 
ballots legally cast who was elected 
Senator. 


Messrs. Kinney aud Ballou con 


tended that the pole qtiei-tion before 
the Court was whether Young had 
received credit for two Illegal ballot* 
anii if so, whether Holsteiu bad not 
rw«4ved- .ten illegal ballots which 
would show that he was not elected, 
an<i therefore his petition should be 
dismissed. 
That the Court should 


cn fine itself to the exact issues raised 
by tbe petition aud answer, and thai 
Holstelu's petition was not sufficient 
upon which to warrant the Court to 
proceed with an examination as to 
who was elected Sei ator 


We held on the 21st February that 


as both petitions alleged that certain 
illegal votes were cast at the election, 
the 
i onfddeiation of ihe flisi petition 


should be postpone" until tbe return 


under. Under a specific allegation, 
the proofs must be limited to it. 


MJr.TburHton argued in reply Article 


40 of the Constitution tuakeo It obliga- 
tory upon tbe Court iu UOK* au elec- 
tion Is legally contested to decide first, 
whether a legal election baa been held 
aud, second, who wan electeu. Upon 
Mr Holstein'n petition, it ranking a 
primu far te ease in his favor, two il- 
legal ballots baiug couuled for Mr 
Youun, und the election having been 
declared a tie on the sheriff* cauva^e, 
the whole • a?e ia opened to the Court 
to decide who was elected as rfenalor. 


Upon thus point we bold as follows 


Article 40 of the Constitution which 
reads, " Iu ca-e any election to a seal 
in either nou«e \» disputed au I legal y 
contested, the Supreme Court shall be 
tbe sole judge of whether or not a 
legal election for &u h seat has been 
held , aud, if it shall find tbat a legal 
election has been belli, it shall be tbe 
sole judge of who has been eluded," 
was ile-igued to remove from the 
jiirisniclion of either house of legisla- 
ture aud to irau.-fer to the Supreme 
C u i ' a l question- is to the vail lily 
of auv disputed or contested election 
and all questions as to which eaudi 
date was legally elei-'ed 
Its object 


was to remove, ah these ex> itiun ques 
tlons from the domain of partisan 
feeling a n t transfer them for settle- 
ment to a judicial tribunal 
tor centuries in England, aud for a

tions have prescribed that each house 
of 
legislature should 
be the sole 


judges of the quail Qoations of its mem 
oers. The surrender of this important 
jurisdiction to th« Court doe* not 
necessarily imply that tbe strict rules 
of pleading and of admission of evi- 
dence adopied in civil actions should 
control in election contests. 
These 


contests are not strictly inter paries, 
The people have an iutt-rect ui tueui 
and tbe burden is cast upou the Court 
of ascertaining, if possible, who was 
the choice of the people for the partic 
ular office as expressed legally by 
their vote-. The main object of the 
contest must not be lost sight of. It 
is to ascertain who is legally elected. 
When an election is contested the 
petitioner should state sufficiently tbe 
grounds of attack HO us to apprise all 
parties interested of n« real nature. 
But looi-enesa and iudefiniteness of 
pleading which might prejudice par 
ties by surprise shoulJ not be allowed 
In the case before us all the pleadings, 
consisting of Hol»te u's petition aud 
Young's answer in the first case, and 
Youug's petition aud Holstelu's an 
swer in tbe second case, raise all the 
objections by either of the parties 
(Cindidates) to the ballots claimed to 
be illegal, 
Aud in Young's petition 


not only are a number ot ballots ob- 
jected to aa illegal and particularly 
described, but he alleges that many 
other illegal ballots were cast for Hoi 
stein at said election, and that ballots 
legally cast for Young were rejected, 
"as will moreiully appear by an exam- 
ination of the ballots cast at tbe said 
election" And Holstein, In his an 
swer t> this petition, also asks fora 
recount of all the ballots cast, and 
prays the Court to decide which of the 
said candidates was elected 
Thus all 


the ballots cast at tbe election are put 
in evidence by both Young's petition 
aud Holstein's answer. As held m 
Cuisick's Election, 136 Penu.St 476, 
a party who puts in evidence all tne 
ballots cast at an election for tbe pur 
pose of supporting his allegation of 
illegal ballots cast for bis opponent 
cannot 
"utilize so much of this 


evidence as will serve his turn and 
reject the remainder" Thus, If we 
confine ourselves to the strict rules 
of practice in civil actions we are 
authorized to pa-e upou all the ballots 
cast whether to the advantage or dis- 
advantage of either party.

article 40 of tbe Constitution we are

cident iu the printing office It would 
not be likely to attract the attention 
of a casual observer. Such being its ' 
cnaracter, we do not reject it.
